bimrtl the sunken Empress of Ireland :

one of tlie most remarkable f«a(g of 
ilwp-wnfcr Balvage ever a'ttelnptcd. 
When (be sliip was eunk near the 
month of the St. Uwrence it settled 


tin; fioft mud at the bottom of 


tlie riv«r, which is K18 feet deep at 
low tide. She also heeled over at a 
sharp angle. Beeanno of those condi- 
tions the divern were eompclled to 
work at times at the unusual depth 
of 160 feet.
